cesses o f his heart, do es the same thing himself. 
He share 
in Ruth’s triumph. 
His psy chic urg e fo r supremacy is sal 
isticd— and hi' is, actually , healthier than he wo uld hav e 
been if he had stay ed at ho me. 
Perhaps this ex plains mo re thing s than o ur fo mlne 
fo r 
watching baseball, fo o tball and bo x ing co ntests. 
It may ex 
plain, also , o ur age-o ld tendency to be hero wo rshippers in 
o ther walks o f life. 
Lindbergh, fo r instance, did so mething that no ne o f us can 
e\e r do , but that all o f us. secretly , wo uld like t<> do . 
He 
triumphed o v er darkness, lo neliness and fear. 
Quite aside 
fro m the mechanics o f liv ing, we kno w that we o urselv es 
co uld nev er do that. 
We sho uld no t hav e the nerv e. 
So we 
transfer o ur desires to Lindy ’s sho ulders, and share in his 
v icto ry . 
It'll be a lo ng time befo re the race g ets o v er its hero wo r­ 
ship. 
If the day co mes when all men are brav e, lo y al, ho n­ 
est, far-sig hted and energetic, the Lindberghs will lo se their 
luster— just a,** Babe Ruth and Red (irang e wo uldn’t ex cite 
a race o f athletes. 
Until then, ho wev er, mo st o f us will hav e to take o ur 
triumphs at seco nd-hand.
